Annual Report Of 
Rosebud Health Unit 


The 1950 annual report of the 
kosebud Health Unit has just been 
released by Dr, F. J. Lishman, medi- 
cal officer of health, and covers the 
operations of the local health unit 
for the year to the best of Dr. Lish- 
man's ability due to incomplete 
records before he assumed charge 
last November. 

While too lengthy to publish in 
full, the 33-page report has many 
interesting facts, among them be- 
ing the size and population of the 
Unit, water supply and disposal 
systems in towns, school districts 
and rural homes, birth records, and 
sanitary inspector's report. 

Interesting to note is that 
area of the Rosebud Health Unit 
covers 2490 square miles with an 
estimated population of 15,700 peo- 
ple. This figures out at 6.3 persons 
per square mile, 

During the year there were 371 
births recorded in this area, or 24.7 
per 1000 of population, 

The Rosebud Health Unit Staff

‘Budget Highlights 
Reveal Tax Increases 


Finance Minister Abbott brought 
down the budget last Tuesday in 
the House of Commons for the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1952, and 
the following are the highlights: 

Budget raises present personal in- 
come taxes by 20 percent through 
new defence levy, effective July 1. 

Basic personal income tax rates 
and exemptions unchanged. Scat- 
}tered minor deductions allowed. 

Union and professional member- 
ship dues and certain travelling 
and other expenses may be deduct- 
ed from taxable 1951 income. 

Cigarette tax up three cents per 
package of 20. Beer and liquor 
taxes unchanged. 

Tobacco tax up to $1.15 per pound 
from 67 cents; taxes on roll-your- 
own papers and tubes repealed, 

Excise tax on candy, chocolate 
and chewing gum reduced (to 15 


| percent from 30 percent, effective 
immediately. 
General sales tax boosted to 10 


percent from. cight effec: 
tive immediately. 

Special excise tax boosted to 25 
percent from 15 percent on motor 
cars, radios and other luxuries, et- 
fective immediately. 

New 15 percent excise tax impos- 
ed on household refrigerators, wash- 
ing machines and cooking stoves, 
effective immediately. Coal or wood 
stoves exempted. 

Corporation tax on profits more 
than $10,000 boosted to 45.6 percent 
from 38 percent, retroactive to Janu- 
ary 1.

Corporation tax on profits under 


$10,000 unchanged at 15 percent. 
Tariff changes eliminate or re- 
duce duties on equipment used by 
jfarmers, fishermen and mining 
companies, effective immediately.

;on Didsbury is not known, but to 
j} keep up the record of always reach- 
quota, Didsbury people have 
dug a little deeper and the can- 
Vassers have worked a little harder, 
with the result that the sum of 
more than $3,000 will be forwarded 
to provincial headquarters to carry 
on the good work of the Society.

| SPRING TONIC FOR 
TRACTOR COOLING SYSTEMS 


At least once a year, and in some 
locations much oftener, the cooling 
system of a tractor requires clean- 
ing and checking. As a guide to 
how often you perform this task 
look in your tea kettle. If it has a 
thick coating of scale, then the 
tractor will also suffer in the same 
way. 

To remove this accumulation put 
three pounds of washing soda in 
seven gallons of soft water. Oper- 
ate the tractor with this solution in 
the radiator, with the cap off, until 
the water is hot. Drain the radiator 
and flush with soft water. 


Before refilling the cooling sys: | 


tem check the thermostat, and see 
that it is working. Inspect the wat- 
er pump and hose connections to 
the radiator. Clean the radiator 
fins so that air can circulate freely. 
Check the fan belt for wear. If it is 
still workable tighten it so that it 
can flex about 2 to 2% inches mid- 
way between the pulleys. 

| After making these checks and 
| adjustments refill the radiator. You 
|can then operate your tractor, feel- 
jing reasonably sure that the cool- 
| ing system is doing its job.
